COMMUNIST AGITATION 


Argentina Closes Door To Yugoslav 
Diplomats Expelled From Chile 


BUENOS AIRES (#) — Two 
Yugoslav diplomats, due in Buenos 
Aires today after being expelled 
from Chile on charges of ‘‘com- 
munist agitation”, will be asked 
to leave ‘Argentina if they fail to 
quit the country voluntarily, a 
high government source announc- 
ed.

BEIRUT, Lebanon, (®) — The 
armies of five Arab nations start- 
ed moving today, translating into 
action last night’s Arab league 
resolutions calling on the Arab 
world to defend Palestine from 
Zionism with men and money. 

War office spokesmen in Leb- 
anon and Syria said troops of 
those two countries bordering on 
Palestine had begun rolling at 
midnight and were ‘maneuver- 
ing’ near the frontier. 

Troops of King Abdullah’s Arab 
legion of Trans-Jordan, ' reputed- 
ly the largest and best-equipped 
military force in the oil-rich 
Middle East, started massing 
along the river Jordan in half a 
dozen hastily spotted camps.

GOOD TEACHERS 


This is another in a series of

Union High school. and later of

She was recog- 
nized as a teacher of great abil- 
ity. Originator of the “Reed 
Scale,” she taught many a new 
method of teaching. 

In the summer of 1911 a Uni- 
versity of California chemistry 
professor who had visited Miss 
Reed’s work told the new principal 
that she was in the “best” class 
of teachers. 


Mrs. Mary le duc Chapin was 
Chaffey’s first teacher of music. 
She rode her bicycle around to 
the various elementary schools 
where she taught music and in- 
spired children. A marvelous 
woman was this teacher of music 
and she had a real vision of a fu- 
ture music department. Mrs. 
Chapin envisioned courses in music 
that would provide individual in- 
struction to all who wished to be 
trained in any phase of music. 
Under her capable leadership foun- 
dation, was laid for the greater 
music department of the present 
day. ‘She herself taught courses 
in the history of music, harmony, 
chorus, orchestra and band. By 
1913 her work proved so success- 
ful that the board hired a full- 
time teacher of piano. She estab- 
lished the Chaffey concert and 
lecture course, which has contin- 
ued for over thirty years. Mrs.

But J cannot share the convic- 
tion that it is impossible to come 
to terms with the Russians on a 
peace settlement. 


The alarm in the United States 


| rests ‘on the assumption that the 
Russians are committed to fo- 
menting Communist revolutions 


as an instrument of Soviet expan-_ 


sion, There is plenty of evidence 
that this is true. But I submit 
that Soviet leaders must have 


serious qualms about such a pol- 


icy, from the viewpoint of ulti- 
mate Soviet—and Kremlin—se- 
curity. 


It is assumed in this country that 
'European Communist revolutions 
would continue inevitably to ac- 
cept Kremlin dictation. Only if 
they should do so could they be 
| instruments of Russian hegemony. 
I, however, suggest that Soviet 
leaders are by no means certain 
of such an outcome. 

Stalin, Vishinsky, and Molotov 
| know lots more about revolutions 
than we do. The Russian Com-| 
' munist revolution, has not display- 
| ed unbroken “ideological” continu 
ity. It started with a coalition of 
left-wing parties, gradually purged | 
out the non-Bolsheviks, and finally | 
assumed full power after a terri- 
ble civil war. 

But that was not the end of 
troubles. Bitter factions devel- 
oped within the Russian Bolshevist 
party. Purges of social revolu- 
tionaries and Mensheviks extend- 


e? to almost all original Bolshe- | 


viks and might, had he lived, have 


included Lenin as well as his old | 


comrades-——notably Trotsky. 


Furthermore, the Russian revo- | 


lutionaries have learned, and 
thereby been warned, that nation- 
al patriotism is still the strongest 
mass emotion—-ever in Russia. Not 
Communism but the fatherland 
was the rallying cry of the Rus- 
sian war. 

Now, in trying to put myself 
into the Russian mind, I should 
think those two experiences would 
give the Kremlin pause in con- 
templating European revolutions. 
Thirty years of almost continu- 
ous peace have made the Russian 
Communist party reliable. But is 
there any reason for counting on 


similar reliability of European 
parties 

There is not and Stalin, at least, 
knows it.

Meanwhile, European Commu- 
jnists really would have power— 
and Red armies. 

In short, to use Communism as 
an instrument of Russian hege- 
mony, the Krémlin must control 
elemental revolutions. In all his- 
tory has that ever been possible ? 
In the French. revolution? And 
when by foreign dictation? What 
guarantee, to put it bluntly, has 
the Kremlin that European revo- 
lutions would be Stalinist and not 
Trotskyist? Or that the bitterest 
opposition to Russian hegemony 
would not come from a Commu- 
| nist Europe and Communist arm- 
| ies led by new Trotskys? 

The Kremlin has no such guar- 
antee. The bitterest wars in his- 
tory—the thirty years’ war, for 
instance 
conflicting interpretations of the 
same religion. 

Stalin and (Co.—being 
gent, experienced tacticians of 
revolution—know this, and know 
that through tomenting revolu- 
tions they may be leaping into the 
abyss. 

Amerioa should work for peace, 
for a settlement compatible with 
our. own and Soviet. security, 
not get hysterical. The Russians 
are playing: with fire.

Street Cars Decreasing But Not 


Yet Readv To Fa

WASHINGTON () Street 
cars are still decreasing in num- 
ber, as they have for 30 years. 

But the street car isn’t ready 
to fade from the American scene. 

Hundreds of new ones-—fast, 
lightweight, streamlined, nearly 
noiseless—-have been delivered this 
year. Hundreds more are on 
order. 

The rise and decline of the street 
car and its influence on the growth 
of cities make an absorbing chap- 
ter of American history. 

Delivery of the new streamlined 
beauties hasn't checked the steady 
drop in the number of street cars. 

For one thing, sad old bumping 
battered trolleys are continually 
wearing out. 

Also street cars are still yield- 
ing ground to buses. Every week 
or so, some city replaces the street 
cars on certain routes with motor 
buses or trolley coaches 
times called trackless trolleys). 


In the last 20 years, street car } 


tracks have shrunk from 40,570 


miles to 15,490 miles. 


Thousands of big new 
buses have been delivered this | 
year. They are more comfortable | 
than the old ones. Some are 
diesel- powered. A few-—-in San 


Antonio-—-are even air-conditioned. 
But streamlined trolleys have 
certainly given a boost to the pres- 


tige of the street car, and new hope |

Overpaid Vets 


WASHINGTON (#)—The Vet- 
erans Administration said it will 


to former students who received 
too much money while going to 
school under’ the GI bill and de- 
cline to pay it back. 

The agency ruled recently that 
war veterans may not re-enter 
schools or job-training this fall 
under the G.I. bill unless they 
make good such overpayments. 

The VA estimated half a million 
veterans may have been overpaid 
almost $50,000,000, but said this 
is being repaid at the rate of $5,- 
000,000 a month. 

The agency explained that Fed- 
eral statutes prohibit payment of 
government funds to persons in- 
debted to the United States. 
Hence, it is able to cut off checks 
to ex-students debtors who are 
benefiting from the GI bill pro- 
vision which gives them $20 a 
week for a maximum of 52 weeks 
when out of work. 

Veteran: students who have al- 
ready made arrangements to re- 
pay their indebtedness will not be 
affected.

The largest area of California 
completely unmapped topograph- 
ically is in San Bernardino coun- 
ty, although much of that was 
covered by aerial photography for 
the army during World War II. 

Since 1904, when the state be- 
gan cooperating 50-50 with the 
geological survey, $3,250,000 has 
been spent on topographic map- 
ping in California by the federal 
and state governments. No other 
state, even Massachusetts, which 
is 100 per cent covered with mod- 
ern maps, has spent as much. 

To carry on, California has ap- 
propriated $300,000 of state funds 
to match federal money for topo- 
graphic surveys in the next two 
years. 

The maps are invaluable in
